BAD PRIEST. 


A Dangerous Man Now Operating in 
Southern California. 


He is Believed to be Melo, Who was Ar- 
rested in San Francisco fer Swind- 
ling—Last Heard from 

at Camutos. 


About the middle of last Aprila man 
calling himself I. F. Molo, and fepre- 
senting himself as a COatholi¢e priest, 
was arrested at Sacramento, com- 
plaint of a San Francisco book dealer 
named Waldteufel, who charged him 
with obtaining goods under false - pre- 
tenses. Molo is reported as a rather 
handsome man of about 50 years of 
age. He was when arrested, dressed 
‘in a plain black frock coat, and 
wore nothing to indicate that he was 
a priest. About a month previous to 
his arrest Molo went to Waldteufel’s 
store and purchased a quantity of altar 
furnishings tothe value of $200. He 
paid a small amount as a deposit and 
promised to pay the rest from time to 
time as he Was able. The goods were 
sent to him at Sacramento, but no 
further installments were received by 
Waldteufel, and the latter sent his son 
te Sacramento. to look after the ac- 
count. The young man learned that 
the priest was. located. at Boca, and 
went to that place. There he found 
him in charge ofa small congregation. 
The altar of the church was adorned 
by the very articles which had not been 
paid for. Waldteufel, Jr., arrived just 
as Molo was celebrating mass, and 
without waitihg for him to finish, 
walked up to the chancel rail, léveled a 
pistol at the minister and at the same 
time declaring that unless the balance 
of the amount due was paid forthwith 
he would shoot. Molo, of course, not 
desirous of any such thing as that tak- 
ing place, and not having the amount of 
coin necessary in his pocket, remon- 
strated. He succeeded in inducing the 
sacreligious young collector to retire 
into the vestry to discuss the affair. 
Once out of sight of the congregation 
he quietly took the pistol away from 
the youth, and going outside told his 
curious parishioners of the indignity 
that had been thrustupon him. His 
listeners became so angry at Waldtet- 
fei that they began to talk about lynch- 


Boca. But Father Mole told his coh- 
gregation that he feared his usefulness 
had been greatly impaired by what had 
occurred, and after bidding them good- 
by he took the first train for Sacra- 
mento, where he was arrested on a war- 
rant sworn to by Waldteufel. 3 

Molo was ifterviewed on his return 
to San Francisco, when he insisted that 
he was a priest, having been 6érdained 
in France, but declined to state to what 
erder he belonged, or to give any infor- 
mation about himself, and, as most of 
the goods he secured were recovered, 
hé finally got out of the difficulty. 

It was ascertained, however, that 
Molo had, tinder various aliases, been 
working the same game on the upper 
coast, and had victimized a number- of 
people. -He disappeared from San Fran- 
cisco, and, as he was supposed to be 
heading down the Coast theclergy were 
warned to look out for him. | 

AT CAMULOS.

To put the matter in a nutshell the 
trades union element captured the 
organization and dictated the platform 
and the farmers are left in a badly dis- 
gruntled minority. The fact that the 
farmers rallied toward the close of the 
convention and secured a fair repre- 
sentation on, the committees does not 
help matters much. As the trades 
union element is probably made up 
largely of San Francisco represent- 
atives, and thus includes the Buckley. 
lambs and. ward ..strikers who are tem- 
porarily out of a job, the prospect is 
that the People’s party movement in 
this State will be turned into a piece 
club of more than average proportions 
and efficiency. \ 

Thus isthe movement shorn of any 
strength thatit might have developed 
if honestly carried forward, and its pro- 
fessed principles will be prostituted for 
dishonest gain and political blackmail. ° 
The farmers will not support the move- 
ment to any extent, while the San 
Francisco strikers will make the most 
they can out of it for the present cam- 
paign and leavé it dishonored and 
disrupted.

The Postoffice Removal. 

Los ANGELES, June 5.—[To the Editor of 
THe The communication signed 
“Common Sense’’ that was dropped into 
the ‘‘Letter Bag’’ of the Sunday Herald 
was evidently written for the purpose of 
displaying the writer's lack of information 
on the subject of whocontrols the removal 
of the postoffice from its present quarters 
to the new Government building on Main 
street. The writer of this useless: attack 
on the postmaster could have saved him- 
self that trouble if he had taken ten min- 
utes for investigation. As a matter of 
fact the postmaster has no more authority 
to move that office than the one who as. 
sumes that he has ‘‘common sense”’ enough 
to criticise him for staying where heis. It 
seems that this writer, like the Chinese 
artist who makes his pictures look as much 
like something as possible, not to look like 
anything, has taken the popular tack of 
assuming things to be true when in truth 
there is no foundation for his statements. 
The power to remove the office rests alone 
at Washington—and when the department 
there feels that they have made proper ar. 
rangements for furniture and fixtures, I 
presume the order will come to. the post- 
master to go into the. building; but 
there may be some hitches before the or- 
der comes. The fact is, the building is not 
near largeenough. From actual measure- 
ments of square feet contained on the fioor 
where the postoffice is expected to be lo. 
cated, there is a lack of spaceto dothe 
business. The great number of different 
kinds of cases and tables necessary to carry 
on the postal business, cannot be placed on 
the floor space, and leave room for men to 
work around them. This is the serious 
question now that agitates the postoffice 
force. Mr.“‘Common Sense’’ may torm bis 
conclusions from the outside, but if he will 
call atthe office he can get facts that will 
make him ashamed of writing such a use- 
less attack on an honest official; and, too, 
he threatens to send wordto Washington, 
if he (Van Dusen) don't get a move ‘'on 
himself'' and bring bag and baggage over 
to Main street.

. THE TITUSVILLE CALAMITY. 


Death by Fire and Flood, 

TirTvusvILLE (Pa.,) June 5.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The city of Titusville 
has been visited during the past twenty- 
four hours by one of the most disastrous 
fires and floods in all the history of the 
region. Oil Creek overflowed its banks 
and for hours swept througti the city in 
the proportions of an almost resistless 
flood. The city is without fuel or light, 
and the water works are surrounded by 
water. The Perry street and Franklin 
street iron bridge was swept away. 
Scores of cheap dwellings in the lower 
part of the city were destroved and a 
large number of lives, were lost, Some 
persons were burned, bat the majority 
‘drowned... When the morning 
broke hundreds of anxious people looked 
out of windows or stood on the roofs of 
houses waiting fora helping hand and 
trembling for their fate. To add tothe 
horror of the scene, rain fell in torrents 


different points. The burning oil swept 
down the raging current and communi- 
cated to manufacturing establishments 
and houses, and the destruction was in- 
creased a hundred fold. 

Among the losses by fire were the 
International Oil Works, Hiram Blow 
copper shops, the Rice & Robinson re- 
finery, Titusville Radiator Works, West- 
ern New York and Pennsylvania freight 
offices. Casperson’s Furniture Works, 
Jack Cullins’s store, residence and ho- 
tel, the Crescent Oil Works. The rail- 
road loss is $10,000 on freight, and a 
large number of loaded oil cars on the 
tracks were burned. A train of cars 
loaded with merchandise on the Dun- 
kirk and Alleghany Vallev was burned. 

A large amount of the los7'to stores, 
residences and manufactories will prob- 
ably be covered by insurance, but it is 
impossible to give a-detailed estimate 
now. 

Many leading citizens, with tReir 
wives and children, were on-an excur- 
sion, and are detained when their pres- 
ence is greatly needed here. A meet- 
ing of citizens was held at noon today 
and $4000 was subscribed for the im- 
mediate relief of the destitute. Quar- 
ters were obtained for the poor and 
homeless and food and clothing sup- 
plied by benevolent ladies. 

Fifteen bodies have been recovered 
and the search continues. The follow- 
ing isa list of the dead as far as is as- 
certained: John Quinn, mail carrier, 
wife and two children; Jacob Bergen- 
hammer, wife and nine children; Mrs.

Almost constant rains during’ last 
month caused the earth to be so thor- 
oughly soaked that it conld hold no 
more, aad the heavy downpour of Sat- 
urday and Saturday night caused the 
small streams to overflow their banks. 
About midnight Oil Creek began to rise 
rapidly and flood in before the residents 
were aware of their danger, and not 
more than half of them managed to 
reach high ground.

they imagined to be the crack of doom. 

The flerce light thrown on thé surround- 
ings revealed appalling sights. On 

roofs and in windows of upper stories 
of houses in the flooded districts ap- 

pearei men, women and children scan- 

tily clad and all plteously appealing for . 
aid and succor. Clinging tothe drift- 
wood timber as they were being borne 

onward were scores of human beings, 

their white and terror-stricken faces, 

desperate struggles and plaintiff cries 

for aid combining to create impressions 

never to be forgotten or effaced from 

the memory of the beholders. 

The story of the destruction By the 
flames has already been told. Tonight 
the undertaking establishments of the 
city dre turned into temporary morgues 
and, with the exception of seven He- 
brews and two children, all bodies re- 
covered were taken there. 

At a late hour the loss of life here is 
conservatively estimated at thirty-five. 
This is entirely within the city, while 
news from the tributary towns show 
proportionate losses. Fully a third of the 
business and residence portion of the 
city isa mass of charred embers, over 
which the waters rush with unabated 
fury. The streets are filled with 
crowds of wet, hungry, hopeless, - de- 
spairing men, women and children, | 
most of whom lost loved homes and all 
their property. 

It is simply impossible to give the 
reader an idea of the horrible scenes 
enacted. Men with boats and ropes 
battled manfully against the current, 
and hundreds of people captives in 
their homes on account of the surround- 
ing waters, were rescued. Fully fifty 
people are as yet unaccounted for, and 
at present it is impossible to correctly 
state the number actually drowned and 
burned. 

Five persons were grasping a piece of 
timber with the prospect of landing 
safely, in proximity to an oil tank when 
it exploded, and in a moment the men 
were enveloped in flames, and death 
came speedily to relieve their suffer- 
ings. | 

A mother with a babe clasped to her 
breast and cling-ng to a plank drifted 
toward the depot, around which the 
water was rushing furiously. As both 
reached the point the suction was so 
great that it drew them in and they dis- 
appeared from view. Scores of cases 
of like fearful character are reported.

Peter Steen, the church secretary. 
The church building was given to the 
mission by the First Baptist Church, 
but the expense of moving and remod- 
eling it amounted to $480.69 and the 
lot on which it stands cost $2000. Of 
this sum, $1480.69 had been paid and 
of the balance some $800 or $400 had 
been subscribed, leaving an indebted- 
ness of about $600 or $700 to be raised: 
Rev. Dr. Read had! been invited to pres- 
entthe financial side to the congrega- 
tion. He stated that they would not 
ask the people to raise more than $200 
efthe debt, and then called uponas 
many as would pledge themselves to pay 
$1 within the next 100 days to rise, 
explaining that by saving just a cent a 
_ day they could accomplish this resuit. 
As an encouragement, he said that the 
ministers on the platform would pledge 
$leach for themselves and wives. The 
response from the congregation was not 
general andthe doctor was apparently 
puzzied atthis lack of interest. He 
lowered the amountto 60 cénts, then 
to 25, but still the interest lagged. He 
then suggested passing the baskets to 
take up a collection, when the pastor of 


forward and-said that he wanted to 
speak a few words to his people before 
taking up that collection. He re- 
marled, quietiy: ‘I will start the sub- 
scription list with $25; now who will 
follow?’ The responses came thick 
and fast for sums ranging from $25 to 
$5, nor ceased till over $500 had been 
pledged.

‘He has 
given $50 already, and he is driving a 


_ coach at $25 per month.” A rosy- 
cheeked girl sat next Tue Times 
Yeporter. She came in just as 


they were raising these subscriptions 
- and had scarcely seated herself before 
she rose and said: “Ill give $10.” 
As the responses came farther and 
farther between, for 8700 was a large 


sum for a little church of ‘scarce fifty | 


members to raise, the pretty girl's 
timid voice rose again. ‘Five dollars” 
she said this time, and she afterward 
duplicated this subscription again as 
the need became more pressing. Some- 
what interested in the generous 
giver, the reporter managed, by a 
little diplomacy, to draw from her 
the information that she earned all she 
had, livedin San Bernardino, but had 
come in to attend the dedication of this 
church, her church, she proudly called 
it, and she sald, with a cheerful smile.

When seen last evening by a Chronicle re- 
perter he refused to give voice to any ex- 
ressien of opinion over the action of the 
eneral Assembly or as te what effect the 
General Assembly's action will have en his 
case. “I have refused every request for an 
interview,'’ he said, ‘‘for the past eighteen 
months, as my words niight be so miscon-

If 
the synod sustains *he charges the case will 
come before the Weneral Assembly at the 
next annual session in. May,.1893. Inthe 
meantime Dr. Briggs is a clergyman in 
good standing.

Long before the doors opened yesterday 
morning a great crowd assembled at the 
foot of the stairway and patiently awaited 
for permission to enter. AS soon as the 
doors swung back a steady stream of people 
seemed to pour into the large hall from 
every conceivable entrance both in the 
front and at the rear of the building. In a 
very few moments extra chairs were being 
brought in, and soon standing-room in some 
of the aisles had been taken, yet all could 
not be accommodated. As usual, the first 
part of the meeting was devoted to song 
service, led by Mr. Greenwood in his soul- 
inspiring manner. Mr. Mills seemed in ex- 
cellent spirits, and after making the an- 
nouncements chose the words from whick 
he proceeded to speak from the sixth chap- 
ter of Amos, ‘*Woe to them that are at ease 
in Zion.”’ ‘I have never spoken an unkind 
word of an Israelite,’’ said the speaker, 
‘and I do not see how any person can look 
at an Israelite and have any doubt as to 
the inspiration of this great book, the 
Bible.”’ 

The words of the text seemed to guide 
the speaker to the condition of inconsistent 
Christians. He compared the harm result- 
“ing from the work of an infidel as being 
little indeed to that of an inconsistent per- 
son, whose daily walk is not in keeping 
with his profession. ‘I think that the 
infidel can do harm, butnot much. I think 
that one inconsistent Christian can do more 
harm than 100 infidels. But when aman 
stands up and says I have ‘tried tobe a 
Christian and there is no power to save 
man,’I think that the influence of such 
a man is worse than 100 infidels.’’ He 
then gave an illustration of what hesaw 
once in a church as proof of what an incon- 
sistent Christian willdo. Twomen arose in 
church atthe same time to speak of the love 
of Christ intheir hearts. Oneof the men,a 
mau of means, spoke first and said: “Iam 
so glad thatI have the love of Godin my 
heart. It makes me~>so happy.’ At this 
moment the other man, who had been wait- 
ing fora chance to speak, satdown. He 
was a butcher, and the man who stood be- 
fore him owed him $100 for meat and 
would not pay it. The butcher said he 
thought he wanted to be a Christiaff, but if 
Christianity made people happy and forget 
to pay their honest debts he did not want 
any of it. 

‘Some people say when thev are in com- 
pany that they are obiged to do certain 
things that are not just right because, as 
the saying is, when your are in Rome do as 
the Romans do. Mistaken idea, Do 
what you would do at homé—the will of 
God—and you wiillsurely be blest. 

“Then wé have worldly Christians— 
Christians for revenue only, for influence, 
for position in society. Tides break twice 
a dayin New York harbor, but with many 
worldly Christians the tide of Christianity 
breaks but once a week and that is on 
Sunday in the church of God. God's altar 
stands allthe week. You can do without 
your business on Sunday, but vou cannot 
do without your religion during the week. 
Righteous men are like the palm tree. 
Seed from a palm tree will drop down year 
after year untilin time to come a forest 
will be made thus sometimes forming an 
oasis in the desert. Thatis the outgrowth 
of areligious man. The palm tree is good 
for 365.different things. Are you like 
that? I would rather ifI were a minister 
of the © person. goed for 
365 good things than to haye 365 persons 
each good for only one thing.

OLD FORT MOHAVE. 


The Desecration of an Old Landmark. 
[Needles Eye.] 

The disinterment during the past few 
days of the contents of upward of sev- 
enty graves at Fort Mohave almost 
amounts to desecration and virtual 
removes the last vestige of one of the 
oldest forts of the Southwest, for all 
that now remains is a few of the best 
buildings, which have been remodeled 
and converted into school-rooms for the 
education of the Indian children, and 
the place itself renamed to that of the 
‘‘Herbert Welsh Institute.’ 

The work of disinterment has been 
in charge of Lieut. Charles Crawford of 
Fort Wingate, who informs us that by 
order of thé Government the remaius of 
all the graves atall the abandoned forts 
in the United States are to be removed 
to Government cemeteries which have 
been selected at different places 
throughout the country. Those taken 
from Fort Mohave were shipped to the 
National cemetery at San Francisco 
after being carefully boxed and labeled. 


the spring of 1858, but abandoned the 
following year. Reéstablished in 1862 
and garrisoned by a company of Cali- 
nia yolunteers. From 1862 to 1889 it 
Was a permanent and flourishing post, 
and for many years was the most prom- 
inent point on the Colorado River 
north of Yuma, if not im this por- 
tion of the gr®at Southwest, for be- 
fore the advent of the steam engine 
nearly all the’freight for Southern Cal- 
ifornia was shipped via this point, either 
from across the country or by steam- 
boat up the Colorado.

A LAKE WITH A ROOF. 


Has'a Thick Crust Made of Salt Which 
Supporfs Itself. 
[St. Louis Republic. ] 

No, it isn’t frozen salt, and it fsn’t 
underground. On the Contrary, this 
remarkable lake may be seen at any 
time during the year, fully exposed, 
being even at its” best when the sun 
is shining directly uponit. This won- 
derful body... of r is one of the 
saltest of the salt Takes and is situated 
near Obdorsk, Siberia. The lake is nine 
miles wide and seventeen long, and 
within the memory of man was not en- 
tirely roofed over by the salt deposit. 
Originally evaporation played the most 
prominent part in coating the lake over 
with salt, but at the present time the 
salt springs which surround it are add- 
ing fast to the thi¢kness of the crust. 

In the long ago rapid evaporation of 
the lake’s water léft great salt crystals 
floating on the surface. In the course 
of time these caked together. Thus the 
waters were finally entirely covered. 
In 1878 the lake found an underground 
outlet into the River Obi, which low- 
ered its surface about three feet. The 
salt crust was so thick, however, that 
it retained its old level and now pre- 
sents the curious spéeétacle of a salt- 
roofed lake. The salt coat increases 
six inches in thickness every year. 
The many islands with which the lake 
is studded are said to act as braces and 


to help keep the salt crust in 


position,

SAN JOAQUIN VALLEY RAILROADS. 

The Oakland Enquirer says: “A 
party of surveyors is running a line 
through the San Joaquin Valley for the 
route of a proposed railroad, and the* 


survey is based on the novel idea that} 


instead of getting away from the 
Southern Pacific it is betterto keep as 
near it as possible. So the line of the 
proposed new railroad follows along) 
the line of the Southern Pacific 
through all the towns on the east side 
of the valley and generally at a dis- 
tance of a quarter of a mile. There is. 
shrewdness in this, though it might not 
appear so. A few years ago it was 
supposed that when competing railroads 
should come to be built in the San 
Joaquin Valley they would be 
either on the west side or much 
further east than the Southern Pacific. 
But the latter eorporation, jn its eager- 
ness to cover the whole fleld and pre- 
vent the possibility of competition, has 
now got systems of road well under way 
both on the west side and on the ex- 
treme east. Consequently the very 


best thing a new road could do would be | 


to parallel the Southern Pacific and 
-ake advantage of the population cen- 
ters already built up, like Bakersfield, 
Tulare, Fresno, Madera, Merced and. 
Modesto. As an exclusively local linea 
parallel road competing with the South- 
ern Pacific would not pay, but it is as- 
sumed that it will be a part of some 
transcontinental road, and under those

properly managed it would stand a 
better chance than the Southern Pacific 
for obtaining local freights, for that 
company has made itself unpopular.”
